} jects Commissioner F. C. Harrington 
today notified WPA administrators 
to give priority to 73 projects which 
.the army and navy consider “of 
first importance” to national de- 
fense. 
; The WPA chief himself a colonel 
in the army engineering corps es- 
) timated that a half million relief 
> workers would be employed in the 
next fiscal year on defense projects 
‘which he estimated would cost 
» $250,000,000. 
Senate Republicans adopted a re- 
» solution declaring that congress 
fF. should remain in session throughout 
the European war emergency. A 
similar resolution was adopted by 
house Republicans several days ago. 


Republican leader Charles L. Mc- 
Nary made no announcement of the 
minority party’s attitude toward a 
new phase of the defense program 
which is receiving close attention 
from military leaders—the proposal 
to build up the regular army to 
375,000 men. 

House military affairs committee 
chairman, Andrew J. May, said that 
the bill would permit the war de- 
partment to disregard existing sta- 
tutes limiting the military force to 
280,000 men and allow an addition 
of about 40,000 men to the air 
corps. 

Gen, Geo. C. Marshall, chief of 
Staff suggested that the “regular 
army be increased to 335,000, con- 
tending that that increase and the 
40,000 increase in air corps person- 
nel could be achieved through vol- 
untary enlistments.

The threat of a rabies epidemic in 
the community reared its ugly head 
again Wednesday afternoon as city 
officials received from state labora- 
tories at Berkeley a positive report 
on the analysis of the head of a 
dog killed Monday. 


The dog was the pal and pet of | 
Amador Rizo and after the dog 
had bitten its young master, the 
animal was killed and as a pre- 
cautionary move, the head was sub- 
mitted for analysis. Tests showed 
the dog had rabies and advised im-: 
mediate treatment of persons bit- 
ten. 


Chief of Police Ralph Jones urged 
the public to be especially vigilant 
to guard against the spread of ra- 
bies among the pets of the com- 
munity and suggested that the par- 
children should be 
watchful to protect the children 
against the possibility of being bit- | 
ten by their pets. 

“We do not know exactly bina 
the stuation is,” Mr. Jones Said. | 
“Just when we conclude that the | 
rabies threat is about over, we find 
a new case. It may be that the 
warmer weather is tending to bring 
to light infections which may ex- | 
ist in a number of dogs and cats} 
in the community.
